You  may  indicate  your  response 
in  short  sentences  or  point  form. 
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d.  Recite:  Write  a short  paragraph  in  response  to  the  following  questions: 

• Did  you  check  after  each  part  or  paragraph  to  make  sure  that  you  understood  what 
you  were  reading? 

• Did  you  reread  any  of  the  parts?  If  not,  why  not? 

• To  what  extent  did  this  step  help  you  to  focus  your  reading?

Without  looking  at  the  textbook  or  your  notes,  try  to  list  five  main  points  from  the  report. 
No  marks  will  be  awarded  for  this  question.  Its  value  comes  from  what  it  reveals  to  you 
about  your  reading  process  using  SQ3R.
